Use marriage ‘experts’ 


NEW YORK-—Successfully married Cath- 
olics should be organized by the Church ‘‘to 
prepare the young for marriage’’ and head 
off the heartbreak of divorce, said Paulist 
Father James Young here. He is chaplain for 
the North American Conference of Sepa- 
rated and Divorced Catholics. ‘‘Too often,”’ 
he said of the usual pre-marital counseling, 
“the priest is the man at the gate—with all 
the worst authority traits.’’ The priest’s role 
should: be ‘‘deflected’’ so that married 
people, who are the experts, could give 
marital advice, he said. 


Soviets persecute teacher 


LONDON—In a letter released here Vasili 
Viadimirovitch Barladyanu, Soviet art ex- 
pert, said his difficulties with the govern- 
ment have been ‘“‘aggravated’’ by his 
Catholicism. He said he was fired from posts 
at Odessa University and is now being 
threatened by the KGB—the secret police— 
for spreading ‘‘nationalist and religious 
ideas.’’ He wrote: ‘‘You understand the 
punishments which await an educated man if 
the powers that be suddenly discover that 
he loves his people and tries to serve God.”’ 


Crises hinder aid agencies 


WASHINGTON—Financial problems in 
poor nations and among voluntary agencies 
themselves are preventing U.S. voluntary 
agencies from setting up food and 
development programs in nations that 
request them, Bishop Edwin Broderick, 
Catholic Relief Services executive director, 
said here. ‘‘External factors such as 
inflation, the oil crisis, droughts, etc., have 
greatly decreased the ability of most 
governments and recipients to participate in 
the financing,’’ he said. 


Violence erupts near Vatican 


ROME—A day after Italy’s bishops 
appealed for an end to mounting political 
violence, gunfire broke out only a few blocks 
from St. Peter’s Basilica between police and 
young fascists. After police cordoned off the 
area around the Vatican, they entered the 
Church of Santa Maria—with the pastor’s 
permission—in search of hiding youths, but 
none were found. 


Genetic studies group begun 
EXPORT, Pa.—Saying that existing 
genetic research programs funded by the 
National Foundation-March of Dimes foster 
abortion, a pro-life group here has’ launched 
a foundation to seek prenatal cures for 
chromosome disorders. Mrs Randy Engel, 
national director of the U.S. Coalition for 
Life, criticized Dimes for what she claims is 
its refusal to investigate possible remedies 
for such diseases as Down’s Syndrome(Mon- 
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golism) as she announced formation of the 
Michael Fund-International Foundation for 
Genetic Research. 


‘Back Carter,’ missioners say 


- MARYKNOLL, N.Y.—Three hundred 
U.S. missionaries in Latin America, in a 
letter released here, have asked U.S. 
religious leaders to support President 
Carter’s human rights stand. The letter’s 
authors, which included Catholic priests and 
nuns, Protestant ministers and Jewish 
rabbis, listed a few names representing the 
“thousands who have been killed or have 
disappeared because they were peacefully 
working to change oppressive social 
structures.”’ 


Karen Quinlan marks birthday 

MORRIS PLAINS, N.J.—Twenty-two peo- 
ple gathered with Karen Quinlan, who has 
been in a coma for nearly two years, last 
week and marked her 23rd birthday with a 
Mass and readings from one of her favorite 
books. The setting was Quinlan’s bedside in 
the nursing home. She has been a patient 
there for nearly a year, since her parents 
won a celebrated court decision to have 
removed from a respirator that had kept her 
alive since April, 1975. 


Ida. passes dignified death bill 

BOISE, Idaho—Idaho has become the 
second state to enact a death-with-dignity 
law allowing terminally-ill patients to refuse 
life-sustaining medical treatment. The bill 
was modeled after similar legislation in 
California which was the first state to pass 
such a law. The Idaho bill was enacted 
despite a last ditch lobbying effort against it 
by the Idaho Right to Life Society. 


Texan runs to praise God 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—Keeping a prom- 
ise he made to God, Albert Rodriguez began 
a 300-mile run here to the Rio Grande Valley 
to pray in thanksgiving. His daughter, 
Stephanie, is mentally retarded. *‘I prom- 
ised,’’ Rodriguez recalled, “‘that if Stepha- 
nie lived to her fifth birthday, March 20, 
1977, I would go to San Juan de los Lagos 
church, a church of miracles, to give 
thanks.’” He made the vow when his 
daughter was 13 months old. 


Bare-legged nun ad ‘offensive’ 


NEW YORK—An ad showing a nun with a 
tape recorder dangling from her waist and 
hoisting her skirt provocatively above her 
knees has the New York archdiocese ‘‘quite 
upset’’ about a new movie, ‘‘Nasty Habits’. 
According to Father Kenneth Jadoff of the 
archdiocesan communications department, 
when the ad appeared in local papers to 
promote the movie, co-produced by Brut 
Productions, a subsidiary of Faberge Inc., 
chancery office phones began ringing.

Abortion bill considers parents 

ANNAPOLIS—Maryland’s legislature has 
approved a bill requiring that parents be 
notified prior to any abortions performed on 
their minor daughters. Pro-life spokesmen, 
though, have opposed the bill because of an 
amendment allowing exceptions in cases 
where the information could supposedly lead 
to parents inflicting physical or mental abuse 
on their daughters who seek abortions. The 
bill must now go to the State Senate. 


Divorce rate growth slows 


WASHINGTON—Birth and marriage 
rates are declining, but the sharp increase in 
the U.S. divorce rate is also tapering off, 
according to a report here by the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare. In 1976 there were 1,077,000 
divorces, about 51,000 more than in 1975, 
the report said. But figures show that the 
percentage increase in the divorce rate is 
falling. It increased 7.3 percent between 
1972 and 1973 and only 4.5 percent between 
1973 and 1976, HEW said.

Msgr. Thomas Egan, who 
took over the Tribunal from 
Msgr. Francis Ott and head- 
ed it for 25 years until his 
retirement two years ago, 
remembered Miss Murphy 
as ‘“‘the most diligent and 
dedicated person I have ever 
known.”’ 

Hired 34 years ago for the 
Tribunal post by. diocese’s 
first shepherd, Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy, Sarah, as 
she is known to friends and 
co-workers, was honored 
April 6 at a reception hosted 
by Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


SHY AND somewhat re- 
served, she is reluctant to 
talk about herself and her 
years in the diocesan office. 
But others are not. 

Born the oldest of 12 
children in East Chicago, 
Ind., Sarah’s diocesan career 
was launched through 
Bishop Buddy’s interest in 
her family which is well- 
known in the diocese, her 
brother, John Murphy re- 
calls. 


‘While stationed here 
during World War II my 
brother and I. were talking 
with Bishop Buddy at St. 
Joseph Cathedral one day,”’ 
he said. 


“THE BISHOP mentioned 
his desire for a mural for the 
cathedral. My brother and I 
told him we had sister who 
could paint. 


“One thing led to another 
and before long Bishop 
Buddy invited my father to 
bring the entire family out 
here. He even found a house 
for us to rent,’’ Murphy 
remembered. 


As a result of that move, 
Sarah began working in the 
Tribunal in 1943. 

Her artistic sister, Rose 
Murphy McGilicuddy, paint- 
ed the mural of Christ with 
the little children that can 
still be seen in the cathe- 
dral’s Loretto chapel and the 


painting of the Little Flower 
on display in .Immaculata 
church, San Diego. 


ANOTHER sister, Mar- 
garet Cook, also worked in 
the diocesan office for 
several years. Yet another 
sister, Theresa Tucker and 
her family, ‘‘The Singing 
Tuckers’’, performed at 
many parish events over the 
years.

Tears of joy shed for 
Eileen and Albert Herb at 
their wedding Feb. 5 turned 
to tears of mourning April 2 
at St. Columba church, San 
Diego. 

The Herbs were among 
575 people killed March 27 in 
the Canary Islands crash of 
two jumbo jetliners. 


PERHAPS the memorial 
Mass for them last Saturday 
was typical of other services 
throughout the state and 
across the nation and world 
as the victims of history’s 
“worst air disaster’’ were 
mourned. 


At St. Columba’s grief was 
there to be sure, but it was 
muted as members of the 
couple’s. families shared ‘“‘a 
numbed sense of unreality’’ 
described by Mrs. Herb’s 
sister, Mrs. Frank Riley. 


The tragic death of the 
Herbs was laced with irony. 
They boarded the Pan 
American 747 in Los Angeles 
bound for the Canary Is- 
lands, off the coast of Spain, 
to embark on a honeymoon 
cruise on the Mediterranean. 


THEIR WEDDING, the 
second for each, was es- 
pecially joyous for their 
families and their friends 
who had come to know and 
love them through the many 
Catholic organizations in 
which théy were active. 


In fact Albert Herb, 67, a 
retired Navy commander, 
and Mrs. Eileen Swanson 
met. through the Stalpar 
Club, the group for single 
and widowed Catholics over 
35. He~ was even = past 
president of Stalpar. 


Herb was also well-known 
as the past grand knight of 
the St. John Vianney Coun- 
cil, Knights of Columbus, 
long-time member of the 
Serra Club and at Nazareth 
Retirement Home where he 
offered his services to resi- 
dents as a volunteer driver. 


RECALLING his _parish- 
ioner at St. Columba’s, 


Msgr. Patrick O’Neill, pas- 
tor, noted that Herb’s death 
was a real loss to the parish. 


‘‘He was a member of the 
parish for most of the 22 
years I have been here, and I 
knew him well as a daily 
communicant and as an 
usher on Sundays. 


‘‘With two sisters serving 
as nuns in the missions, Al 
was very generous to the 
Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith. Every year on 
Mission Sunday, there would 
be a big check from Al for the 


missions,’ Msgr. O’Neill 
said, 
‘AND THOUGH the death 


of his first wife, Catherine, 
hit him hard, his devotion to 
his faith never wavered. 
There is no question in my 
mind,’’ the priest said, ‘‘the 
man was a Ssaint.’’ 


Among the mourners at St. 
Columba’s April 2 were 
Herb’s two daughters Kath- 
leen and Frances and his 
grandson, Travis. 

Edward and Eileen Swan- 


son raised four sons, Craig, 
Brian, Kevin and Brett, in 


Our Mother of Confidence 
parish, San Diego, where 
Father Frederick Florek, 
then associate pastor, be- 
came a close family friend. 


He remembers: ‘‘They 
were quite active in the 
parish and then Ed died. 
Eileen suffered a stroke and 
could not participate in many 
parish organizations, but her 
handicrafts helped make 
every parish-bazaar a suc- 
cess. 


“AND WHEN she and Al 
Herb were married they 
came to St. Brigid, Pacific 
Beach, where I was serving, 
and the church was over- 
flowing with friends and 
family,’’ he said. 


About two months later 
the joy of that day ended in 
tragedy at an airport on an 
island thousands of miles 
away. And the shock waves 
felt in San Diego at the loss 
of the Herbs was: multiplied 
hundreds of times around the 
world.

carry ‘olive branch of peace’

VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Opening solemn Holy Week 


rites on Palm Sunday, Pope- 


Paul challenged Catholic 
youth to be ‘‘active bearers 
of the olive branch of peace 
and justice.”’ 


At a Mass attended by 
30,000 people in St. Peter’s 
Basilica, the Pope appealed 
to Catholics to accept Jesus 
as the ‘‘center of our lives 
and the hinge of our des- 
tinies.”’ 

POPE PAUL blessed olive 
branches in the entrance hall 
of St. Peter’s. He was then 
catried in his portable throne 
through an enthusiastic 
crowd, mostly young, who 
waved olive branches as he 
passed. 


“Young people, are you 
truly active bearers of the 
olive branch of peace and 
justice?’’ asked the Pope in 
his homily at the morning 
Mass. 


“If so, we shall say to you, 


Christ belongs to you. Do not 
be afraid any longer. 


“WE SEE you with the 
palms and the spring -olive 
branches in your hands, 
ready to lift them with a 
festive wave,’’ the Pope said. 
‘‘Have you understood that 
the true solution to life is the 
one offered by the gospel?’’ 


Calling attention to the 
rejection of Christianity by 
many today, the Pope de- 
clared: ‘‘We see that many 
are absent. Why, they say, 
should we expose ourselves 
to the dangers of being 
Christians? 

“There are some who 
urge: Run away, it is the best 
thing to do. 


“AND WE know that 
others—and they are not a 
few—are guided by im- 
mediate interests: pleasure, 
possessions, living without 
higher thoughts, lives with- 
out ideals—lives lived on 
high and then swallowed by 
time which swiftly passes.”’ 


The 79-year-old Pontiff 


Abp. Quinn to be installed April 26 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) 
—Archbishop John R. 
Quinn, a native of the San 
Diego diocese, will be in- 
stalled as sixth head of the 
San Fransicso archdiocese in 
St. Mary Cathedral here 
April 26 at 10:30 a.m. 


Installing prelates will be 
Archbishop Jean Jadot, ap- 
ostolic delegate in the U.S., 
and retiring Archbishop 
Joseph T. McGucken of San 
Francisco. Representing the 


San Diego diocese, will be 
Bishop Leo T. Maher and 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. 
Chavez. 


Several cardinals and 
some 50 bishops from around 
the nation are expected’ to 
attend. 


Delegations of clergy and 
Religious are expected from 
Oklahoma, where Arch- 
bishop Quinn has headed the 
Oklahoma City archdiocese, 
and from San Diego, 


told the crowds that Christ 


invites them ‘‘to be people 


enlightened about the world 
and the meaning of life,’’ as 
well as ‘‘brothers and sisters 
of all who share the destiny 
of this existence of ours and 
need to be loved, served and 
cared for.’’ 


‘Have you understood the 
truth, the beauty and the 
power of the faith that Christ 
offers to each of you and to 
the human family?’’ asked 
the Pope. 


“THE ROYAL triumph of 
Christ leads also to the 
cross,’’ he concluded. ‘*But 
we repeat, do not be afraid. 
In this way life, true life, will 
be assured for you.” 

At the end of the homily 
the Pope broke with his usual 
solemn manner at religious 
ceremonies and asked the 
youths to wave their olive 
and palm branches as a sign 
of accepting Jesus. 

The Mass began a tough 
schedule of Holy Week rites 
for the aging Pope. 

TODAY (April 7), he was 
scheduled to go to Rome’s 
cathedral, the Basilica of St. 
John Lateran, to say Holy 
Thursday Mass and wash the 
feet of 12 men. 


On Good Friday, after 
presiding at ceremonies in 
St. Peter’s he was to lead the 
outdoor Stations of the 
Cross. 

Holy Saturday’s vigil ser- 
vice, and outdoor Mass 
Easter morning, and the 
Pope’s annual Easter bless- 
ing ‘‘Urbi et Orbi’’ (to the 
city and the world) will cap 
the program.

Conference of Christians and 
Jews, the San Diego Rabbin- 
ical Association and the 
United Jewish Federation. 

Supporting the seminar, 


Bishop Maher urged priests, 
youth leaders and young 
people to attend. ‘‘This is a 
very important seminar,’’ he 
wrote, ‘‘that we may learn 
more how to direct our youth 


_ away from such extremists. 


“One only needs to listen 
to parents faced with the 
problem of a family member 
being brainwashed by the 
extremist religious cults to 
understand the seriousness 
of the problem and how it 
causes such suffering,’’ he 
continued. 


SPEAKING at the seminar 
will be Dr. Marvin Galper, a 
clinical psychologist; the 
Rev. Jack E. Lindquist, a 


religious studies instructor at 
University of San Diego; and 
Rabbi Morton J. Cohen, of 
Temple Emanu-El, San Di- 
ego. 

Panel discussions with 
former cult members and 
Catholic, Jewish and Protes- 
tant youth leaders will be 
included in the seminar. The 
program will offer a psycho- 
logical and biblical approach 
to youth cults. 


Cost of the seminar, in- 
cluding dinner, is $4 for 
adults and $3 for those under

A time to keep

Across to wear if not to carry 


As we come to that most solemn day in our 
liturgical year, Good Friday, and the cross of 
Christ, the question arises: How do we demonstrate 
the cross of Christ to others? There has been a 
growing trend for more lay people to wear crosses, 
at least for special occasions, in recent years. 


At the same time bishops, for instance, no longer 
wear their pectoral crosses as openly. as before, 
when not vested. The cross is now tucked into the 
inside jacket pocket, with only the chain visible. 
And Sisters who once wore habits and crosses are 
seen more and more without either. 


A few years ago there was a movement to get 
more Christians to wear a cross, even a tiny lapel 
cross, but the idea did not live long. Would it make 
us better aware of our responsibilities as Christians 
if we had a cross prominently draped around .our 
necks? Or should our general behavior eloquently _ 
express our faith so well that a cross would be 
superfluous? 


It might be salutary, however, if we had a large 
cross to wear, day in, day out, in factory or office, in 
school or in the bus, as a reminder—if only to 
ourselves—of the mark by which we should be 
known. 


That faithful 12 percent 


It is easy to become disheartened when, in spite 
of all appeals and encouragement, parish 
participation in any activity is low. A priest in the 
Chicago area has just completed a survey which 
shows that if a parish staff can involve 15 percent of 
parishioners in activities outside Sunday Mass, it is 
“above average.’’ 


Father Thomas Sweetser, a Jesuit, is the director 
of the Parish Evaluation Project and a teacher at the. 
Institute for Pastoral Studies and author of several 
books on parishes. In a survey of almost 7,000 
people in 35 parishes around the country he found 
that about 80 percent ‘‘go to Mass at least every 
other week, and 60 percent to Communion.’’ But 
the average involvement in any parish activity 
outside of Mass is about 12 percent of the 
parishioners. 


Why is this? They are ‘‘just too busy elsewhere’’ 
the priest suggests, and some parishioners feel 
‘‘the parish is somehow controlled by small ‘in 
groups’ ‘’ and others ‘‘just don’t expect much’’ 


_- from parish life, he says. 


However, Father Sweetser believes ‘‘people will 
respond when invited to become part of a parish 
community.’’ In fact he thinks ‘‘people are more 
and more turning back to the Church. People are 
becoming somewhat disillusioned by the great 
American dream and are wondering if the Christian 
dream has anything more to offer,’’ he says. 


Should parishes invite more participation in 
decision making? The survey shows that “only 
about 38 percent of the people believe they should 
have a share. In many parishes people just don’t 
trust themselves to make good decisions about the 
parish,’’ he said, although this attitude seems to be 
changing. 


Catholic students and USD 
The University of San Diego, created by Bishop 


Buddy and the Religious of the Sacred Heart in a 
partnership of faith, provides ‘‘something beautiful 
for God’’ on the hill of Alcala Park. However, it can 
only continue to be Catholic if the Catholic content 
remains substantial, affecting the whole philosophy 
and outlook of the campus. 


At the dinner for priests recently, hosted by 


USD and the Serra Club, Bishop Maher made some 
_ pertinent comments in this regard, stating that ‘we 


need Catholic students at a Catholic university.’’ 
He is also concerned that ‘‘our Catholics participate 
in the Catholic university,’’ and that the priests on 
the faculty fulfill their duty as priests as well as 
teachers. He indicated that priests on the campus 
should not be merely professors, without fulfilling 
their primary role as priests. 


President of USD, Dr. Author Hughes, reminded 
the gathering of the terms of the scholarships 
offered for Catholics nominated by parishes from 
joint funding provided by the diocese and the 
university. He indicated that there are now about 
70 percent Catholic students and two-thirds 
Catholic faculty ’’on the hill.’’ 


Prayer for defeat of Amin 


The Anglican Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. 
Donald Coggan, makes no secret of his wish to see 
the end of the reign of terror of President Amin of 
Uganda. ‘‘! pray for the overthrow of the regime 
and the man himself,’’ said the archbishop recently 
in London. ‘‘The sooner he is overthrown the 
better.’’ 


Amin has been held personally responsible for 
the recent death of Anglican Archbishop Janani 
Luwum. Amin said the archbishop died in a car 
accident. Other stories indicate that Amin may 
have murdered the archbishop with his own hand 
and gun, after subjecting the archbishop to terrible 
indignities. 

Jesus of Nazareth classic 


There is very little doubt that the Jesus of 
Nazareth made by Franco Zeffirelli is a classic of its 
kind. Last Sunday’s first half on NBC-TV brought 
believable interpretations to much that so often 
remains merely scriptural or storytelling. And, 
having seen a preview of part of the last three hours 
due this Sunday, | can safely urge you not to miss 
it, particularly the last hour of Christ’s trial and 
crucifixion. ; 


It’s right here in our own diocese where some of — 


the inspiration for this film came. Franco Zeffirelli, 
at a press conference in Los Angeles prior to the 
showing, publicly announced that ‘‘if it had not 
been for the inspiration of Father Ray Bluett, | 
would probably never have made the film.’’ 


Father Bluett is our diocesan resident expert in 
the movie and TV business, having for years been 
adviser to big producers when they tackled 
religious themes. He was alongside Zeffirelli as 
religious coordinator throughout the making of 
Brother Sun, Sister Moon on the life of St. Francis. 
Father Ray is now paster of that ‘‘young’’ parish 
aptly named after St. Francis at Palm Desert near 
Palm Springs, where many of -his movie and 
television friends maintain a close personal 
friendship. — 


Rejoice in the mystery of life 


We were talking...about the reality 
and the mystery of the Resurrection 
and the resurgent miracle of spring, 
both in nature and in the heart of man. 


Reality and mystery may seem to 
stand in contradiction to each other, 
but the remarkable thing is that in 

“human experience they do not. We 
are often subject to and involved in 
influences and events we cannot 
explain nor wholly grasp, -but which 
we know with absolute certainty to be 


real and of enduring importance to us... 


THE GUIDED direction of our 
lives—the ‘‘ordered coincidences’ 
which deflect or affirm our course— 
the felt subtle intervention of an 
“utterly other’’ power is, to most 
reflective persons, inescapable fact, 
yet at the same time, wholly 
mysterious. 


According to Laurens Van Der Post, 
pondering the topic in his book Jung, 
the human being only comes to 
perceive reality through contact with 
mystery, and only through reflecting 
on that something or someone beyond 
himself, can a man come to see what 
is real and true in his own existence. 
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Instinctively we know we are not all 
there is, that we are linked to and 
rooted in a greater scheme—an 
unseen pattern of whose evolution we 
are a vital part. Our need to make 
contact with the ‘‘spirit that shapes 
our ends’’ is so great that, to quote 
Voltaire, if God did not exist we 
should have to invent him. 


NOWHERE, | believe, is this sense 
of reality in mystery and mystery in 
reality so well understood as in our 
Christian belief and the inspired way 
the Church in her sacraments and 
feasts, relates ‘‘ordinary’’ stages of 
human development to the transcen- 
dental symbolism and message of 
Jesus’ life—or vice versa. / 


It is so vital for us to recognize and 
repeatedly reaffirm that there is 
meaning and direction to life beyond 
and before us, a continuity in which 
we are deeply involved! Over and over 
again we need to be assured of and to 
celebrate the intimately concerned 
goodness of God. 

Easter, with-its emphasis on new 
beginnings, continuity of life, tran- 
scendence of death and suffering, its 


confirmation of a power above all 
power, should truly be a time of great 
joy and renewal for us. In a way, it 
infiltrates us into the mystery of God. 


IN .THE Resurrection and _glorifi- 
cation of Jesus, all our undefined 
longings and half-realized convic- 
tions, all our instinctive and intuitive 
gropings come into focus. Here is the 
beginning and the end of human 
endeavor. This is what life is about. 


The Resurrection is the keystone of 
our faith and in it lies the whole 
significance of our purpose on earth. 
But it is not easy to explain or grasp. 
Many of the most important things we 
experience or believe are difficult of 
explanation. 


Perhaps this is because we are not 
an entirely intellectual people. Basi- 
cally, we are emotional. Often what 
we feel or sense is more honest, more 
true, than the words and thoughts 
with which we try to define and 
communicate it. 

AND THEN, too often we are cowed 
by the immensity of the mysteries in 
which we have our being and 
minimize and sentimentalize them in 


the effort to grasp and control them. 
But how liberating and personally 
revealing it would be, if this Easter we 
were to take our courage in our hands 
and plunge into the depths and 
heights of this mysterious life-giving 
event with abandon! 


The Resurrection of Jesus resolves 
the problem of salvation each of us 
poses for himself. It is the fountain, 
the spring of our hope, the reas- 
surance that we are, in realilty, 
participating in the mystery of new 
life, and may continue to do so 
through the sacramental life of the 
Church. 


How terrible it would be, what an 
appalling waste, if we were to allow 
the celebration of Easter in our homes 
to deteriorate into a trivial exchange 
of chocolate eggs, baby chicks and 
bunny rabbits! If we are to make use 
of symbols, let us remember what 
they symbolize. 


It is a pity that we are not less afraid 
to be wildly, exhiliratedly, pas- 
sionately excited that Christ is risen 
and our lives forever transfigured in 
the mysterious reality of it! 
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Right-to-Life ‘misleading’ 

This is in response to Peggy Barry’s letter 
of March 24 in which she wrote that the 
Right to Life Council ‘‘will continue to 
concentrate its efforts’ in the two areas of 
abortion and euthanasia. 


It seems her point was that the Right to 
Life Council will continue to be inactive in 
taking positions against such important 
issues as capital punishment, war, steriliza- 
tion, and contraception. 


If this is true, I wonder how this 
organization can’ justify calling itself the 
“Right to Life Council.’’ We all admit that 
the two issues of abortion and euthanasia are 
central and serious issues. The point, 
however, is that these two issues are not the 
only right to life issues. Since there are other 
significant issues which the Right to Life 
Council has chosen to ignore, it seems that 
the organization’s name is misleading. 


When an organization selects the name, 
“Right to Life Council,’ it is reasonable to 
assume that it is concerned with all right to 
life issues. If this is not the case, then the 


‘organization’s title ought to more clearly 


convey its purpose. 


Perhaps it should be called ‘‘The Council 
Against Abortion and Euthanasia.’’ If the 
Right to Life Council were to be more clearly 
named, it would be beneficial for both the 
council and those whom it serves.

The 
words. ‘‘born again’? came from Christ 
himself and were recorded in the Gospel of 
John 3:3-7. 


To be born again in the heart of a 
Protestant is to have a changing of your 
mind and ways from earthly things toward 
things of God, causing a real spiritual 
renewal or rebirth. It begins when they 
understand and accept God’s word at face 
value in complete faith. 

Obviously, to be born again you must have 
had the first birth, otherwise it is not 
possible to have the second birth. As Christ 


explains it in verse 6 of the same chapter, 
“that which is born of flesh is flesh (first 
birth) and that which is born of spirit is 
spirit’” (second birth). 

The Gospel of John was written to the 
Asiatic people who understood well the 
phrase born of water as the water sack of 
natural human birth. Now to be born of the 
spirit is to be born of God or, a spiritual 
birth. 

It is a new creation. (II Corinthians 5:17). 
The Bible says that as many as received 
(trusted or accepted) him, to them he gave 
power to become sons of God, and these 
were born not of blood nor of the will of 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God. 
(John 1:12,13) 


The effects of this new birth are evident, 
and good things come out of it, such as, 
drunks that stop drinking completely after 
they receive it, dirty conversation goes 
away, a great inner peace comes to them, sin 
desire is diminished, they have a much 
kinder outlook on their neighbor, are 
relieved from sin guilt plus a host of other 
enviable things. 

I have seen and heard these results in 
many people, and I know it works, because it 
also happened to me.

Teen stands on faith 


“Euthanasia, in ugly reality it is murder’ 


As part of its annual Spring Festival of Arts, 
University High School, San Diego, gave six students 
an opportunity to defend their faith in an ‘‘Evening of 
Apolgetics’’. Winning first place and the ‘‘Bishop’s 
Award’’, a Bible inscribed by Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
was 15-year-old Robert Holland whose topic was 
‘*Kuthanasia’’. He is the son of Navy Radioman First 
Class and Mrs. Robert Holland of Our Mother of 
Confidence parish, San Diego. His presentation 
follows:

‘Euthanasia’, taken from the Greek, literally means 
“‘good death’’. The religious meaning of euthanasia is to die 
in a state of grace. Yet, through misinterpretation, it has 
come to mean ‘“‘mercy killing’’. 


Advocates of modern day euthanasia, or mercy killing, like 
to hide its ugly reality under these names because it is, in 
fact, an evil death—murder. Its deceptive wording helps to 
promote killing. ; 


EUTHANASIA is supposedly administered only when the 
person is dying of an incurable disease and is in extreme pain. 
But, no matter what the circumstances, it is still murder in the 
eyes of God because only he can delegate death as well as life. 


If euthanasia comes into practice, there can be little doubt 
that public morality will be softened and the practice will 
extend to a wider range of 
victims. They will logically 
include the ‘senile, elderly, 
allegedly useless, newborn with 
physical or mental deformities 
and the unwanted. 


Circumstances may prevent 
these people from giving con- 
sent, and they will be doomed to 
death by consent of their legal 
representatives. 


DOES THIS not represent the 
philosophy. of the Nazis in 
wiping out all so called ‘‘inferi- 
ors’’ to create a race of superior 
men, a practice that the whole 
world condemned and fought to 
eliminate? 

The abuses of euthanasia 
would be great. An unwanted relative might be killed in order 
that property and money may be taken. Will we not all be 
looking over our.shoulders if we must be admitted to a 
hospital? The helpful doctors and nurses with a smile on their 
faces might be messengers of death. 


There would also be a chain reaction set off with 
nightmarish consequences. For if a doctor will take money to

kill an innocent child today, will not the same doctor kill 
parents in their old age if paid by their children tomorrow? 


ARGUMENTS IN favor of euthanasia have no actual 
substance. They can be considered mere fabrication arising 
from the emotions rather than from rational thought. Among 
these is almost certainly the horrid description of a close 
friend or relative dying from an incurable disease such as 
cancer. There is a fallacy about this argument in that no one 
can be certain a disease will prove to be incurable. 


Many doctors have made a mistake and a dim prognosis 
has been denied by later progress in the case. Would it be not 
sad if the day after someone is killed, a cure for his disease is 
discovered? 


By means of modern medical therapy, pain can be relieved 
and if drugs are not enough, neuro-surgery can be used to cut 
off the pain impulses before they reach the conscious level. 
Pain can be alleviated and is therefore no excuse for 
euthanasia. 


THEN THERE IS the argument that the cost to care for the 
elderly is more than they are worth. Do we not realize that 
with age comes wisdom and love? Throughout the ages, this 
wisdom and love have saved many lives from the foolishness 
of the young. 


Is is not wrong to let a handicapped, deformed or mentally - 
retarded child live when he is most certainly being 
condemned to a life of misery and suffering? No it is not! 


Who is to say what their future will be. The majority of 
handicapped children live a full and happy life. They have a 
goal to reach and overcome, and through modern therapy. can 
attain it. ; 3 


THE HANDICAPPED also tend to be more responsible 
because they must strive harder to prove themselves to 
society. When it comes to a job, they are more reliable than 
the so called “‘normal’’ people. When it comes to love, they 
really know the meaning of the word for it is extremely special 
and dear to them. 


There is no excuse for euthanasia now or ever. It is clearly 
against the laws of God and man and is an evil that must be 
resisted. For does it not say in the fifth commandment ‘‘Thou 
shall not kill’’? 


As was stated by Vatican council II: ‘‘Whatever is inimical 
to life, such as homicide, race murder, abortion, euthanasia 
and voluntary suicide; whatever violates personal integrity, 
as mutilation, bodily or mental torture, attempts to coerce 
minds... >

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What do | do for the new confession? ‘Just come on in’

There is a new way of going to confession. 
But what is it? What do I do? I just want to 
confess my sins, to be forgiven. 


You can do just that—go to a priest as you 
always did, use the same words as you 
always have. You don’t have to make any 
change in words or procedure but you may 
want to. 


When you go to confession now the first 
difference you will notice is a choice of place. 
You can enter a confessional and kneel 
before a screen, anonymously, as in the old 
days, or you can sit down in a room, 
face-to-face with the priest. 


~ You can, if you wish, make this private 
confession at the same time that you attend a 
communal penance service. The private 
confessions are held during or after the 
service. 


But what do I say when I go to private 
confession? Before I used to say, ‘“‘Bless me 
Father, for I have sinned.’’ I knew what to 
do. What now? 


You can just come on in and do as you 
always did. But if you want to read or 
memorize a few new responses, you may 
find the change in wording is very 
appealing. Here is a typical exchange 
between a priest and penitent: 


You and priest: Together you make the 
Sign of the Cross. 

Priest: May the Lord be in your heart and 
help you to confess your sins with. true 
sorrow. 


You: Amen. 


Priest: Read scripture. Then he may make 


a few comments on the reading, and say 
something like, ‘“Would you like to confess 
your sins?’’ 


You: Confess sins and failings. You may 
conclude as you always did, or go right into 
the Act of Contrition, or wait for him to invite 
you to say that prayer. You may want to 
choose a new prayer but you can choose the 
old one. 


Priest: When you finish your prayer, he 
gives you absolution. If you are face-to-face, 
he will extend hands over your head; if your 
are behind a screen he will extend his hand 


as before. He concludes with a prayer or 
dismissal. 


You: Amen. 


Are there other changes we haven’t 
discussed? 


The biggest change is not the ritual, not 
even adding scripture and the community. It 
is the change of emphasis. Consider these 
points: First; we were always told that it was 
more important to repent our sins than to 
recall them, that a good will and a good heart 
mattered more than a good memory. It’s still 
true. 


But we did not always understand that our’ 


forgiveness is not earned by prayers and 
good works, not even by using the 
sacrament. God’s forgiveness is-not awarded 
after tests, like a Boy Scout merit badge. It is 
discovered. We don’t persuade God to 
forgive us by our prayers and good deeds. 
We discover he has been loving us all along. 


Thus the prayers and actions together (in 
the sacrament or the penance service) are 
really intended to celebrate the love of God 
which forgives us, not to earn it or bring it 

about. 


What about communal penance services? 
What are they? 

The services are a new kind of devotion, if 
you like, or worship. They use prayer and 


scripture readings, and usually add music, 


sermon, and perhaps an examination of 
conscience. Some parishes have them 
monthly or bi-weekly. Most parishes have 
them before Christmas and Easter. Some 
use Ash Wednesday as a genuine penitential 
day. Some are aimed at particular groups 
like youth; others are general parish 
services. 

If I go to this new confession will there be 
something like a card with the right prayers 
and responses on it? 


Many pastors will undoubtedly try to help 
you with just such a card or leaflet. If you 
read it over beforehand or use it very often, 
you will probably know the prayers and 
responses by heart. 


Do memorized prayers really help? 


You can pray your own words if they 
don’t. Many people are helped by a ritual, 
even though there is always a danger of

routine. The Puritan John Bunyan said, 
“With prayers it is better to have heart 
without words than words without heart.’’ 
But is is possible to put the heart in words on 
a printed page. 

For instance, here is one of the new Acts 
of Sorrow you might like to learn. It is a 
beautiful prayer, drawing its power from 
Jesus’ life: 

“Lord Jesus, You opened the eyes of the 
blind, healed the sick, forgave the sinful 
woman, and after Peter’s denial confirmed 
him in your love. Listen to my prayer: 
forgive all my sins; renew your love in my 
heart; help me to live in perfect unity with 
my fellow Christians that I may proclaim 
your saving power to all the world.” 

If you prefer a shorter prayer that can 
certainly be memorized, I suggest this one: 
“Lord Jesus, Son of God, have mercy on me, 
a sinner.” 


Frankly a lot of us went to confession in 
the past because we were runniz:g scared. It 
was fear of hell, if you want to know, and 
some of us saw mortal sins everywhere. Is 
this any different now? 


In the old days some of us wanted sins 
defined so as to know how much we could 
get away with. It isn’t mature for anyone to 
try to find out ‘‘how much sin’’ is involved, 
for instance, in passionate kissing, or a lazy 
omission of Mass. These are single acts. 


But a careless or contemptuous attitude 
towards sex, love, and the body is 
dangerous. A single act may be a symptom. 
A growing indifference to all forms of 
worship eventually means one is moving out 
from belonging to a particular community 
called church and that is always a serious 
decision. In these and other cases a 
confessor or friends may counsel a penitent, 
not condemn him or her. 


Another problem is not finding sins, or at 
least none worth bothering about. We’re not 
saints but we’re not adulterers and 
murderers either. What’s there to confess— 
being cross with the kids? Who isn’t? 


Much of the time I am not-talking about 
malice and wickedness but human weak- 
ness. We are all weak. I am talking about 
conversation and attitudes, and the neglect 
of gifts and talents, about sins of omission. I 


am talking about the way we talked to each 
other last night, drove our automobiles this 
morning, did our work today, listened to or 
turned off the people whose lives we shared. 
It’s easy to find something in our lives to 
improve. 

If we talk about these situations in 
confession we won’t say blandly, ‘‘I was 
uncharitable,’’ but something more like, ‘‘I 
spoiled a pleasant evening for three people 
by my bad temper,”’ or ‘‘I made it very 
difficult for my sister to borrow my hair 
dryer when I intended to let her take it all the 
time; I am often petty like this.’’ A personal 
confession should not ramble over the lot but 
neither should it be like a grocery list. 


The real challenge of the new rite is to 
become fully convinced of God’s love and to 
let that change us. This is more important 
than trying to search out every nook and 
cranny of our lives. We’ll never get to all the 
dark corners. If light floods into a room the 


. darkness is gone. 


Trying to find every last fault is like trying 
to sweep the darkness out of a room—the 
way you do it is to let the light come in. The 
divine light does break through—in prayers, 
good works, hearing the Word, in moments 
of encounter with good people, -and in 
helpful rites called sacraments.

Are We Free to Choose? 


God offers the option of 


life or death,

In an age which pays at least lip service to 
the dignity of the human person, there are 
many who consider belief in an all-powerful 
God an affront to one of the most precious 


elements of that dignity: freedom. A _ 


person, it is said, must choose between 
being really free and being a dumb puppet 
on a string, subject to every strange whim of 
the divine Puppeteer. And they can point to 
many biblical passages which seem to 
indicate a complete disregard for human 
freedom on God’s part. 


In the Book of Exodus, for instance, we 
read more than once that Moses’ efforts to 
get his people out of Egypt failed repeatedly 
because ‘‘the Lord made Pharaoh obstinate’’ 
(Exodus 9:12; 10:20,27). Why blame the 
pharaoh if he was not acting freely? 


BUT WE READ even more frequently the 
simple statement: ‘“‘Pharaoh, however, was 
obstinate...he became obdurate...remained 
obstinate’? (Exodus 7:13,22; 8:11,15,28). If 
God wanted to liberate his people, what 
sense would it make for him to work at 
cross-purposes to himself? 


The more one studies the Bible, even in a 
moderately serious way, the more one 
realizes that its authors lived and worked in 
a world of thought and expression far 
different from our own. One characteristic of 
their psychology was tendency to attribute 
all effects directly to the primary cause. 

It didn’t simply rain; God made it rain, 
and the thunder* was his ‘voice.’ In a 
pre-scientife age, they were indifferent to 
secondary causes like meteorological fac- 
tors. According to these same thought-pat- 
terns, it embarrassed them not a bit to say 
interchangeably that the pharaoh was 
stubborn and that God hardened his heart. 


LIVING IN an age that was also 
pre-‘theological,’ they didn’t make precise 
distinctions about divine causality; they 
made reference to it, rather, with a childlike 
simplicity. Among the many examples of 
this trait, the statement about King Saul’s 
fits of melancholy is especially interesting. 


We read in I Samuel 16:14 the following 
explanation: ‘‘The spirit of the Lord had 
departed from Saul, and he was tormented 
by an evil spirit sent by the Lord.’; They 
knew nothing of neuroses as such; if Saul 
was increasingly neurotic, as he evidently 
was, then this could have been expressed 


good or evil 


only in terms of an evil spirit sent by God. 


One can discern, however, the growth of a 
certain reluctance to attribute-evil effects to 
God. In 2 Samuel 24, for instance, God is 
said to have become angry with the Israelites 
and, in his wrath, to have incited David to 
take a census of the people, an act which in 
turn, brings down terrible punishment on 
king and people alike. 

The story assumes that since the people 
belonged to the Lord, only he should know 
their exact number. But in any event, he is 
presented as acting strangely. And so, when 
a later historian retold this story in the 
period after the Exile, he put it this way: “A 


satan rose up against Israel, and he enticed 


David into taking a census of Israel’’ (1 
Chronicles 21:1). 


WHEN WE TAKE into account the 
peculiarities of Semitic thought and expres- 
sion in individual passages, and when we 
read the whole record of God’s dealings with 
humanity, a central truth stands out 
sharply—God’s supreme respect for human 
freedom. At the beginning of that record, 
the story of the Temptation and Fall 
presumes necessarily that human beings are 
free to accept or reject God’s blessings. They 
are created free and responsible and must 
live with the consequences of their choices, 
for good or ill. 


The Covenant, that basic expression of 
God’s relations with his people, involved an 
eminently free choice. The author of 
Deuteronomy pictures Moses as presenting 
the people the option to choose life or death. 
Read Deuteronomy 30:15-20. 


When salvation history neared its climax, 
the actual working out of God’s plan hinged 
on the consent of a young Jewish maiden, 
who said with consummate freedom: ‘‘I am 
the servant of the Lord. Let it be done to me 
as you say’’ (Luke 1:38). 


AND THE AGONY in the Garden is a 
dramatic illustration of the freedom with 
which Jesus accepted his demanding role in 
the divine plan. Had he not been free, there 
would have been no struggle, no agony, no 
acceptance. ; 


One could hardly ask for a more explicit 
statement of what his free acceptance 
accomplished for us than these words of 
Paul: ‘‘It was for liberty that Christ freed us. 
So stand firm, and do not take on yourselves 
the yoke of slavery a second time’’ 
(Galatians 5:1). 


Faith in Jesus Brings Freedom 


He gives space to you

Karl Marx claimed that religious belief 
enslaved people. It was the opium of the 
people. It dulled their ambition and 
prevented them from being full human 
beings. In particular, the working classes 


‘ would never try to fight for personal and 


economic freedom so long .as they clung to 
religious belief which moved them ‘to find 
pie in the sky since they were not finding 
much pie on earth. 


Freud taught a similar doctrine. In his 
mind, religious belief frightened people to 
the point where they were too scared to act. 
It filled people with so much fear that they 
were imprisoned by their anxieties and so 
they lost their freedom to act. 


AS FAR AS Freud was _ concerned, 
religious belief, by inducing excessive guilt, 
was responsible for the multitude of neurotic 
obsessions he found in his patients. 


These criticisms of religious belief by 
Marx and Freud possess some validity. They 
were observing an approach to religious 
belief that was misguided, far from the kind 
advised by the Bible and divorced from the 
loving call asked for by Jesus. 


They witnessed a religious belief that was 
wedded to the false idea of an angry God 
who was presumably loathe to forgive, and a 
God who apparently was not interested in 
the earthly happiness and fulfillment of 
people in this world. 


IT IS FOR these reasons, among many 
others, that it was thought by some that 
religious belief could not help people to 
move toward personal freedom and fulfill- 
ment. According to the wrong view of 
religious belief, God wanted to keep people 
as children—and naughty ones at that. 


Following this erroneous perception, it 
was thought that God had no interest in the 
maturing of human beings. He was 
supposed to exact fearsome obedience which 
allowed for no individual thinking and 
permitted no growth in personal judgment. 


Without a doubt this view of God and 
religious belief was used to keep people 
immature, to prevent them from breaking 
out of the limits of their class or from taking 
a wholesome, critical view of life. It was 
meant to herd them together as passive 
sheep and quell any ambitious desire that 
might rise in their hearts. 


JESUS HAD SAID that one must become 


again as a little child to enter the kingdom of 
heaven. The false view of religious belief 


misinterpreted this word of Christ to mean 
that people ought to be children and not 
think for themselves. 


In actuality real religious belief means 
freedom for the human person. Far from 
wanting us to forget earthly joy and 
fulfillment, God wants precisely that for us. 
When God made the first man and woman, 
he put them in the garden of happiness and 
fulfillment. 


Eden was no slave den. God asked Adam 
and Eve to trust him and believe in him so 
that their fulfillment and hopes would 
expand and grow. It was their sin—their 
inability to believe in him—that brought 
about their loss of earthly happiness. 


IT WAS GOD who planted in the human — 


heart the desire for personal flowering and 
growth. Why would genuine belief in him 
bring about the opposite? It was God who 
said that we are made in his image. 


Is not his image one of beauty, hope, love 
and freedom? It is unbelief, expressed in 
sin, that produces the loss of earthly 
happiness here and hereafter. In the life of 
unbelief there is no pie in the sky—or pie on 
earth. 


When Jesus came, he preached that belief 
in him would bring one to enter the kingdom 
of God. He brought the good news-gospel to 
the poor, the lonely, the oppressed. He 
announced an eternal life that could begin 
here on earth and be continued in the 
hereafter. 


HE CAME to liberate the captives, 
console the lonely, give sight to the blind, 
hearing to the deaf and mobility to the 
crippled. Now this is freedom, not slavery. 
Belief in him caused freedom in the believer. 


Jesus treated people like adults and 
expected them to act that way. At no time 
did he try to compel, force or intimidate the 
persons to whom he ‘preached and spoke. 
He, the Son of God, reverenced the image of 
God in all those whom he met. He wanted to 
give people the thrill of experiencing 
freedom. 


He gave them space in which to move and 
grow. He knew how to make people 
understand that God’s main interest in them 
was in their personal good and happiness. 
God was always loving and forgiving and 
ready to help people overcome obstacles. 
Jesus promised freedom from sin and guilt 
and hopelessness. Real religious believers 
know this. They are the truly ‘free’ people in 
the world. 


“‘Self-love, in the true sense is the love of one’s real good—of truth, of virtue, of 
beauty, of God. It is the strongest in those who are most alive in their higher nature. It is 
the opposite of selfish love.’’—John Lancaster Spalding, ‘‘Glimpses of Truth,”’ 1903.

strong hold. 


WHILE YOU are gently washing the 
feelings in the blood of Jesus talk to 
them; let them know they are no longer 
going to run your life since Jesus is 
healing you and certainly washing away 
your painful feelings. 


The emotions themselves are not evil, 
yet when they are not subject to reason 
as directed by the content of our 
Christian faith the emotions can become 
destructive. Or again when the emo- 
tions are not directed at their proper 
object they accordingly cause disorder 
to enter into our life. 


Yet, the power behind the emotions is 
a creature of God and, therefore, 
something good and, moreover, neces- 
sary for life. Consequently, when you 
have given to the crucified Christ the 
destructive part of your emotions 


dedicate the power behind these 
emotions to the glory of Jesus’ 
_ Resurrection. 


FURTHERMORE, you can ask Jesus 
to-release the gifts in the Sacrament of 
Confirmation in order that the power 
behind your emotions might be 
integrated into your vocation, into your 
calling in life. 


God wants us to be eventually whole.

What is Freedom? 


God answers man’s 
longing for peace, justice

Freedom. What is it? siaesages 


Webster’s dictionary says it’s ‘‘the ability 
or capacity to act without undue hindrance or 
constraint.’’ 


YET, THERE doesn’t seem to be any way 
of getting away from some constraints. For 
example, most people work for someone 
else. That means they are responsible to 
either a mother, father, sister, brother, 
spouse, child, friend, or a combination of 
these people to whom he or she has some 
responsibility. And there is God. If one 
believes in him, one is responsible for one’s 
own actions. All this implies obligation. 


Obligation implies-consideration.. And if 
you have to consider someone else—people 
and/or God—then you can’t say that you can 
always ‘‘act without any constraint.’’ 


BUT WHAT IF you could get away from 
all ‘“hindrances and constraints’? What if 
there was no one or nothing to consider? Is 
there actually anyone who really falls in that 
category? 

Of course there is. Take a look at the 
people on the Skid Rows in any big city. 
They have somehow put all those family and 
job obligations aside. They have given up on 
God. Obviously, they are desperately 
unhappy. They have lost purpose—they 
have lost hope. 


And what about those who feel only an 
obligation towards other people? What 
happens if all the people in their lives fail 
them? If they deny God’s existence, there 
is no place to turn. They, too, are lost, for 
without someone, hope is dead. 


TODAY WE are witnessing a movement 
away from God, a movement that stresses 
self fulfillment: “‘do your own thing’’; ‘‘deny 
yourself nothing that will give you 
pleasure’’; ‘‘it’s important to have your own 
individuality regardless of anything or 
anyone else’’; ‘‘fulfill yourself!’’ 


But there are other forces at work too. 
Many people are working to wipe out the

great injustices in our world—the ‘‘have 
nots’’ in our own country, those in other 
lands who-are hungry, ill clothed and ill 
housed. And when a natural catastrophe 
(earthquake, tornado, etc.) occurs, there is 
great compassion accompanied by meaning- 
ful action. 


There’s a new awakening with regard to 
meditation. A longing to find peace in a 
busy, technological, fast-moving world. 
Many seek God. 


CONSISTENTLY, throughout every age, 
man has recognized a need for God. For 
without God, the purpose of life at best is 
cloudy, and injustices are totally without 
meaning. 


Yet, from the beginning, God has made 
himself known to man. And his message has 
always been filled with hope. The pages of 
Scripture from beginning to end give 
purpose to life. It is here that real freedom is 
defined—freedom that can only be complete 
when we have found our union with God. 


But God does not give us everything on a 
silver platter. We have free will and we must 
use it. and he has given us rules to live by. It 
is up to us to choose whether or not we will 
live by his rules. 


WHEN WE DO not live by his rules, there 
are consequences. In Old Testament times, 
we are told that 10 righteous men could not 
be found in the cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. But God kept faith with the 
righteous Lot when he rescued him and his 
family from the fire and brimstone, which 
destroyed those citadels of degradation and 
evil. This just one of many incidents that tell 
of God’s mercy.

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EI nuevo Rito de 
la Reconciliacion

No debemos pensar que el nuevo Rito del 
Sacramento de la Reconciliacion o Penitencia 
es un cambio radical de la manera en que 
acostumbrabamos a confesarnos desde 
ninos. El fin por el que se han hecho estos 
cambios accidentales es para que este 
sacramento nos sea mas significativo y 
provechoso. 


Para que podamos comprender mejor este 
sacramento y podamos sacar gran provecho 
espiritual de el, les presento a continuacion 
una sencilla descripcion del nuevo rito: 


[1.] Cuando el penitente se acerca a 
confesar sus pecados, el sacerdote le acoge 
con bondad y le saluda con palabras de 
afecto. Luego el penitente, y quizas tambien 
el sacerdote, hace la senal de la cruz. El 
sacerdote invita al penitente a poner su 
confianza en Dios, con estas o parecidas 
palabras: ‘‘El Senor Jesus, que no ha venido 
a llamar a los justos sino a los pecadores te 
acoja con bondad. Confia en el. (Lc. 5,32) 


[2.] El sacerdote entonces, si los juzga 
oportuno, lee a recita de memoria algun 
texto de la Sagrada Escritura, en el que se 
proclame la misericordia de Dios y la 
llamada del hombre a la conversion. Por 
ejemplo: “‘Escuchemos al Senor que nos 
dice: Les dare un corazon integro e infundire 
en ellos un espiritu nuevo: Les arrancare el 
corazon de piedra y les dare un corazon de 
carne, para que sigan mis leyes y pongan por 
obra mis mandatos; seran mi pueblo y yo 
sere su Dios.’’ (Ez. 11, 19-20) 


[3.] Inmediatamente despues, donde sea 
costumbre, el penitente recita una formula 
de confesion general (v.gr.: ‘“Yo confieso’’), 
y al terminar esta, confiesa sus pecados. 


Si fuera necesario, el sacerdote ayuda al 
penitente a hacer una buena confesion, le da 
los consejos oportunos y lo exhorta a la 
contriccion de sus culpas y a que renueve su 
fe en la gracia del sacramento. Luego le 
propone una obra de penitencia que el fiel 
acepta para satisfacer por sus pecados y para 
enmienda de su vida. 


[4.] El sacredote invita al penitente a que 
manifieste su dolor. Este lo hara diciendo el 
“‘Senor Mio Jesucristo’’ 0 puede usar de 
alguna de las nuevas formulas u_ otros 
semejantes.. Por ejemplo: ‘‘Misericordia, 
Dios mio, por tu bondad. Aparta de mi 


pecado tu vista, borra en mi toda culpa. Oh, 
Dios!, crea en mi un corazon puro, 
renuevame por dentro con espiritu firme’’. O 
sencilamente puede decir: ‘‘Jesus, Hijo de 
Dios, apiadate de mi, que soy un pecador.”’ 


[5.] El sacerdote estiende las manos sobre 
la cabeza del penitente y dice las palabras de 
la absolucion: ‘‘Dios, Padre misericordioso, 
que reconcilio consigo al mundo por la 
muerte y la resurreccion de su Hijo, y 
derramo el Espiritu Santo para la remision 
de los pecados, te conceda por el ministerio 
de la Iglesia, el perdon y la paz. Y yo te 
absuelvo de tus pecados en el nombre del 
Padre y del Hijo y del Espiritu Santo.”’ El 
penitente responde: Amen. 


[6.] Despues | de haberle dado la 
absolucidn, el sacerdote prosigue: Dad 
gracias al Senor, porque es bueno.’ 


El penitente responde: Porque es eterna 
su misericordia 


Despues, el sacerdote despide al peni- 
tente, ya reconciliado, diciendole: El Senor 
ha perdonado tus pecados. Vete en paz. 


En lugar de la accion de gracias y de la 
formula de despedida, el sacerdote puede 
decir otras. Por ejemplo: 


“La pasion de nuestro Senor Jesucristo, la 
intercesion de la Bienaventurada Virgen 
Maria y todos los santos, el bien que hagas y 
el mal que puedas sufrir, te sirvan como 
remedio de tus pecados, aumento de gracia y 
premio de vida eterna. Vete en paz.’’ 


HAY TAMBIEN un rito nuevo para la 
reconciliacion de varios penitentes con 
confesion y absolucion individual, mas 
perfecto y mas completo que el privado pues 
en el se celebra la reconciliacion en 
comunidad. Este tipo de reconciliacion sigue 
tambien mas or menos el mismo orden que 
hemos expuesto para la_ reconciliacion 
individual. Unicamente que se puede anadir 
algun canto al principio y fin de la 
celebracion, una homilia corta despues de 
las lecturas biblicas o alguna presentacion 
audio-visual. 


Asimismo hay un tercer tipo de 
reconciliacion de muchos penitentes con 
absolucion general. Es lo mismo que los ritos 
anteriores, menos la manifestacion parti- 
cular de los pecados, que se suple por un 
signo externo de arrepentimiento, y la 
absolucion, que en vez de ser particular, es 
general o colectiva.

Go in peace 
to love and serve 


the Lord our God

As a youngster I remember jumping up 
from the table after I had finished my meal, 
eager to run off and play with friends. A 
stern parental voice quickly ordered me back 
down in the chair and suggested that I first 
asked.to be excused. When this ritual had 
been discharged, I was permitted to leave, 
sent away on my mission of pleasure. 


Leaving Mass early without cause bears a 
resemblance to the rude, self-centered 
action of an immature child. 


THE LITURGY’S concluding rite, ex- 
tremely brief and to the point, serves as our 
formal ‘‘leave-taking,’’ so to. speak, in which 
we thank our host, the Lord, receive God’s 
blessing and are sent forth with a particular 
task or mission to accomplish. 


“The Lord be with you,’’ the priest’s 
greeting at the start of this section has a 
multiple meaning. It indicates this is a 
distinct portion of the celebration quite 
separate from, although connected with the 
preceding elements. aes 


The greeting, in addition, reminds us, as 
it did when Mass began, we have God within 
us through grace. However, it recalls we 
now have the additional presence of Christ’s 
Word and Body in our hearts because of the 
liturgy. 


THE PRIEST’S blessing dates back to the 
12th or 13th centuries. It reads ‘‘May 
almighty God bless you,’’ not us, which 
seems to have developed recently among 
some celebrants. This invocation by the 
leader of worship who formally asks the 
Lord’s benediction upon the congregation 
before him may now be expanded by one of 
20 solemn blessings or 26 prayers over the 
people. Our experience shows that the 
priest’s proper inflection and suitable pause 
gives the community sufficient awareness of 
when to respond, ‘‘Amen.’’ 


The three possible dismissals include the 
double notion of end and beginning. “The 
Mass is ended,’’ but now we go in peace,”’ 
set forth ‘‘in‘the peace of Christ,’’ and seek 
“*to love and serve the Lord:”” Those texts 
are either exact~restorations from ancient 


Mass formulas or a combination of scriptural, 


and early liturgical phrases: 


Our term Mass, of course, comes from the 
Latin, ‘‘Ite, missa est’’: ‘“‘Go it is over or 
completed or finished.’’ That literal transla- 
tion, nevertheless, does not quite convey the 


. full meaning. The elements of dismissal and 


even mission are also present. These 
concepts have been made explicit in the 
present Roman Missal’s three formulas. 


THE CELEBRANT kisses the altar as a 
farewell gesture, just as he greeted that 
same holy table representing Christ when 
he first entered the sanctuary. 


The liturgy should flow over into our lives 
afterwards. ‘‘To love and serve the Lord”’ 
certainly means to love and serve Christ in 
our neighbor. 


The celebrant can make a fine start in that 
direction by standing at the main entrance of 
the church after Mass and greeting his 
people as they file out. 


A COFFEE, cookie and conversation hour 
in.an adjoining church or school hall also 
helps to link Sunday worship with the 
congregation’s personal worlds. 


Finally, in what I predict will become 
standard practice throughout the United 
States within a decade, designated lay 
persons, after Mass, could carry the 
Eucharist to those confined at home. Sharing 
the scriptural readings, homily and parish 
bulletin with these sick persons, praying by 
their side, distributing the sacred host to 


them, and visiting with such often unvisited 


people surely is a perfect way .‘‘to love and 
serve the Lord.”’ :

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Science and morals 
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Does the ‘public interest’ justify all ‘free inquiry ? 


This is the 10th in a special series, ‘‘Moral 
Choices in Contemporary Society,’’ designed 
as companion pieces to a series of the same 
name in the general press. In this article, Dr. 
Andre E. Hellegers, directors of the Kennedy 
Institute and professor of obstetrics and 
gyneocology at Georgetown University in 
Washington, D.C., discusses freedom of 
inquiry and those who oppose it.

To the extent that man’s freedom is one of his 
most cherished possessions it is almost a truism to 
say that freedom of inquiry is in the public interest. 
Yet we increasingly see what seems like a 
questioning of this freedom. | believe that at bottom, 
the questioning of the freedom of inquiry, and the 
opposition to that questioning, stems from a 
misunderstanding as to what the public debate is 
about. 


It is not about inquiry, but about harmful inquiry. 
Opposition to the questioning of the freedom of 


inquiry comes, in my opinion, from sources who _ 


confuse the freedom of inquiry with a right to 
inquiry. The exercise of a freedom only implies that 
others shall not interfere with tne freedom. The 
exercise of a right implies that others have an 
obligation to help its achievement. 


HOW CAN AN inquiry be harmful? In general,

the harm can come from three sources: 1) inappro- 
priate expenditure of funds for the inquiry; 
2) inappropriate methods of study, producing harm 
to others; and, 3) adverse impact of the inquiry and 
its results on the general public. 


The first issue, funding, has obvious implications. 
for the freedom of inquiry. Whatever the inquiry be 
about, it should be clear that it must-meet a test of 
priorities for funding. Problems of funding can be 
twofold. Where the proposed funding is from private 
sources (e.g., foundations) the inquiry must meet 
criteria of foundation interest. There has been 
abroad a tacit assumption that private wealth has a 
moral obligation of some sort to fund inquiry. There 
is no such obligation. 


One can go further and say that to accept private 
funding for an inquiry which may harm the funder 
without giving him prior notification, is unethical in 
itself. David Packard of the Packard Foundation has 
questioned this practice in the past and | totally 
agree with him. It is, of course, possible to argue 
‘caveat emptor’’ and hold that the funder has the 
sole obligation, or option, not to have his own 
interests harmed. 


INCREASINGLY, however, public funding 
agencies have asked for statements of potential 
impact from researchers and where the potential 
impact may be harmful to the donor it may well be 
argued that the donor’s gift should only be 
requested in such a way as to ensure free and fully 
informed consent on his part (as if he were a 
research subject). 


Where the funding source is public, for instance, 
the government, the inquiry must meet a test of 
needs and priorities. Such agencies should not 
withhold funding on the basis of one ideology or 
another. The agencies represent taxpayers with 
many and varied interests and opinions. Rather the 
test for funding priorities should be based on 
widespread and informed consultation about public 
needs, with a wide representation of the public 
being consulted. 


The second ground on which the freedom and the 
right of inquiry should not be confused is that which

exists when there is a need for subjects or objects for 
study. 


AS HAS BEEN said in various forms: the freedom 
to swing a fist,ends at the tip of my nose. Where, 
then, in the performance of research, the subject of 
research is the possession (such as the body) of 
another the means of research can also questioned. 


While all would recognize the freedom of an 
individual to observe others walking in the street, 
few would recognize a freedom to engage in what is 
known as voyeurism or peeping tomism. 


The third ground on which the freedom of inquiry, 
let alone the right, may be limited is if the result of 
the inquiry (whether by the method of inquiry or by 
the dissemination of its results) impacts on the 
general public. Currently a serious debate is 
ongoing on this subject. 


IT IS KNOWN that it is possible to break up the 
DNA molecule (the carrier of genetic information). 
The molecule can then be put-together again in a 
different sequence to yield a different genetic 
message. The message carrier DNA, altered or 
unaltered, can also be transferred from one 
organism to another which does not normally carry 
such messages. A favorite micro-organism with 
which to do such research is the intestinal organism, 
e. coli. 


It is granted that it is preposterous to expect e. coli 
to give “informed and free consent to be 
experimented upon. It is also granted that no one 
can think of a plausible reason why man should be 
prohibited from knowing (or inquiring into) how 
such a genetically altered micro-organism might act. 


But certainly society has a legitimate interest in 
knowing whether the inquiry will lead to the 
damaging or loss of life in the inquirer himself, not 
to mention in others, who may not even be 
interested in the knowledge. 

THERE IS A paradox in modern debates on the 
freedom and/or right of inquiry in science. On the 
one hand, basic science support is touted under the 
notion that it is really unpredictable what immense 
benefits may flow from it. This proposition is almost 
one of faith. 
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On the other hand, there is a recognition, due also 
in large measure to the work of scientists, that few 
are the acts of men which do not in some form 
impact on others, be it ecologically, biologically or 
psychologically. The result of the paradox is that the 
scientist is decreasingly seen .as an_ individual 
engaged in an enterprise affecting no one but 
himself. Put differently, there is no knowledge 
without effect. : 


At issue, then, is whether the costs, the means 
and the results of man’s endeavors are in the. public 


~ interest when the public will inevitably be involved 


in the process as underwriter, subject or recipient of 
the inquiry and its results. The conclusion is that if 
inquiry is to be fostered, as | believe it should be, it 
is incumbent upon the inquirer to communicate the 
interest of the public in the inquiry. No man is an 
island, not even (and perhaps particularly not) the 
inquirer.

Science too dangerous for scientists alone

Science is “‘too dangerous’’ to be left to scientists any 
more. That is the considered opinion of a leading professor of 
law from Britain currently teaching at the University of San 
Diego law school. 


Professor lan Kennedy, former Fulbright Fellow, said the 
issues in contemporary problems in medical law ‘‘are moral, 
philosophical and ethical, and there is a place for every 
discipline to be heard on these problems.’’ 


IN ADDITION to class teaching, Prof. Kennedy is giving a 
weekly series of talks on contemporary problems in medical 
law, including death and dying, transexualism, the unborn 
child, and genetic engineering. 


He considers the problems today are far worse than before. 
“The development of modern technology has to be seen as a 
catalyst in producing the problem and the thinking on the 
problem,”’ he said in an interview. He gave as examples life 
support machines, ‘‘test tube’’ babies, contraceptive pills, 
behavior control drugs and genetic engineering. 


“These affect fundamental areas of certainty,’’ he said, 
“such as death, how. babies come. So they change our 
understanding of fundamental truths. The only certainty 
today is change.”’ 


A SELF-DESCRIBED ‘‘relativist Anglo Saxon positivist’’ 
the law professor from University College, London, said that 
in this respect, ‘‘science is too dangerous to be left to the 
scientists any more.

U.S. vocations picture brighter, 
Pope's envoy informs Serrans 


WASHINGTON  (NC)— 
The Apostolic Delegate in 
the U.S. said he sees 
indications of ‘‘an increase in 
aspirants to the priesthood, 
the permanent diaconate, 
and the Religious life.’’ 


Archbishop Jean Jadot 
sounded an optimistic, but 
guarded, note in a talk at the 
annual dinner of the Serra 
Club of Washington, one of 
400 such clubs working 
throughout the world to 
encourage vocations. 


The archbishop cited ex- 
amples of gains in vocations, 
saying that in the Washing- 
ton archdiocese there are 
““more candidates—and good 
candidates — _ seeking en- 
trance to the seminaries.’’ 


THE JESUIT order also 
shows gains, the archbishop 
said. ‘‘Today, ‘the Jesuits 
have 150. novices nation- 
wide,’’ he told the gathering, 
compared to the ‘‘76 who 


entered (their) novitiates in 
1970.”’ 


As further evidence of 
grounds for .optimism, he 
pointed to ‘‘a projection 
recently published (which) 
anticipates that the number 
of priesthood applicants in 
the U.S. willrise gradually in 
the next few years.”’ 

THERE ARE, however, 
“negative factors’’ in the 
vocations ‘picture, Arch- 
bishop Jadot pointed out. 

A report to the Vatican 
Congregation for Catholic 
Education last year told of: 

—‘‘a widespread climate 
of secularism; 

—‘‘rapid changes in civili- 
zation and in modern think- 
ing; - 


—‘‘growing separation, 


. not only in age but also in 


mentality, between the cler- 
gy and the younger genera- 
tion; 


Rhodesia thinks the Church is 
communist, exiled bishop charges 


VATICAN CITY (NC—The 
‘Rhodesian government re- 
gards the Catholic Church as ~ 
a ““fifth- column of Com- 
munism,’’ said Bishop Donal 
Lamont of Umtali, Rhodesia. 


Bishop Lamont was ex- 
pelled from Rhodesia in 
March for refusing to report 
the presence of guerrillas. 


SPEAKING on Vatican 
Radio (April 2), he said that 
the Salisbury government 
has accused him of being a 
“communist and a mad 
man.”’ : 

The missionary bishop 
earlier called on Pope Paul 
VI. During the 15-minute 
private audience Pope Paul 
praised the bishop’s defense 


of the rights of blacks in 
Rhodesia. 


The 65-year-old Irish born 
bishop declared in the radio 
interview that ‘‘there are 
immense possibilities to wit- 
ness the gospel in Rhodesia’’ 
where ‘‘a racist regime has 
rejected the command of the 
Lord.’’ 


BLACK Rhodesians, he 


said, are kept on the fringes . 


of national life and ‘‘do not 
enjoy equality before the law 
or equal possibilities in 
social, political, cultural or 
economic life.’’ 


Such conditions, he added, 
“cannot be tolerated by 
anyone who claims to be 
Christian.”’ 


—‘‘uneasiness seen in 
ecclesiastics and in Church 
institutions, which takes var- 
ious shapes, such as frustra- 
tion, unhappiness, infidelity, 
lack of witness, frequent 
deflections; 


—‘‘confusion and uncer- 
tainty in doctrine.’’ 


Any crisis in vocations is 
““perhaps first of all a crisis 
of faith,’’ Archbishop Jadot 
said, adding however, 
“many ef the contemporary 
youth who have lost their 
faith are neither malicious or 
belligerent. 


“Rather, they are indif- 


ferent. They have placed 
their trust in other values. By 
undertaking the task of 


evangelization, Serrans can 
help to create an environ- 
ment of faith from which 
ultimatley 


vocations will 
flourish,’’ he said.

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Apostolate of the printed word 


Riverside’s Dales promote word of God and man from A to Z 


By Michael Newman 


RIVERSIDE—If a family could truly be 
said to have the apostolate of the printed 
word, it is the Dale family. 


The three Dale brothers and other family 
members carry on a tradition founded by 
their father 53 years ago by providing a 
printing service which is both a living and a 
labor of love. 


Jim, ‘‘Eben’’ (E. Benjamin) and Frank 
Dale, with two sisters, own the A-to-Z 
Printers, housed in a former supermarket on 
Van Buren Boulevard here. The three 
brothers are in the print shop daily, sharing 
the work and sharing the apostolate. 

HOW IS IT an apostolate? Because among 
their many clients are numbered churches 
and parishes from east to west across the 
counties, from Banning and Beaumont in 
the east, to San Juan Capistrano and Los 


Two of Jim’s sons come in after high 
school hours at Notre Dame to assist around 
the plant and learn the print trade, joining 
the 32 persons employed by A-to-Z in a fully 
unionized operation. 


‘OUR FATHER allowed no pornographic 
printing, no swearing, no smut around his 
print shop,’’ Jim Dale recalls. “‘So we keep 
up the same standards today. If a new 
employe is found swearing or cussing, he 
soon learns it doesn’t happen here.”’ 


Jim is not only busy all his working hours 
on print—much of it for parishes—but he 
has a very heavy schedule as a permanent 
deacon of St. Francis de Sales parish. 


Teaching, preaching, holding Rosary 
services, baptizing, making sick calls, 
representing the pastor at a meeting—all 
these calls on his time eat into off duty 
hours, and into some duty hours, too. And, 
as for weekends, like most permanent 
deacons, he finds these are almost fully 
taken in church activities.
